The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres In unsurveyed territory 
The price of this license la Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of tlO.Oe 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work lias been performed to ibi> 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on eacli forty acres.
